'J'lie immensity of tlie univer.se was 
j.:ra|i)ilcally illustrated. Our o-wn earlli 
is .some SOOO miles in di;inieter. The 
Kun is 750,000 miloB in diarnetep. But 
the average Htar Ik four or five hun- 
dred times as large as the .sun. And 
ihorc Is some two or liiree liiousand 
million of thes<> •stellar bodies. Noi- 
M'lthsianding the inimcnso speed of 
lifrhl. It is more than SOOO l!»fht-yearB 
across the known universe. There 
earth is a mere speck In a world of 
.«iK'h dimensions. 

How did all this come into uxisl- 
•-iicp. The theory is that an Immcn.sc 
muss of gaseouK substance rotating 
(vhich in turn took shape in rotation, 
I brew off smaller 'bodies or drew them 
from other rotating masses of sub- 
Kiance. Gradually many condensed to 
more solid form, but even yet the lar- 
•,'pst stars are of a density mucli less 
.htm ihst of the atmosphere of the 
liarth. 

'J'lie univer.'îc is gr/idually "running 
dowa". By JSinstein's theory matter 
-iiid energy :#e one. The Sun and staJ s 
ihrough apace threw off large bodle» 
are then, throwing off into «pace im- 
mense quaJitlties of energy and of 
neeesslty gradually decreas ng in vol- 
ume. But as the average life of a star 
in computed at 200 million years, ujid 
as the son so far is cstintuted to be 
only some seven million years old, 
llif-re seems no Immediate fear of the 
solar «y.stcm a.t least coming to a halt 
through lack of energy. It is estimat- 
ed that in 1,500,000 years the sun will 
be .so reduced lii volume that its dis- 
tance from the earth -vvlll have in- 
oreajicd by one-tenth, and its attrac- 
•tlon upon the earth correspondingly 
ie(i\K.ed. Our year will then bo 400 
Uii;s long and our temperature much 
lower.

BÏ ENGLAND'S FAITH 

Britain Holding on Because 
of Commercial Interests

League Of Nations Club Dealt 
With Vital Question 
Last Night 



"India" was the. siibjoet of ihe 
League of .Viitlons ' Club hist night 
when IJiinee read a paper on "The 
llr.-rinning of Indian Kutjonallsm" and 
Una on "Indian Nationalism Today." 
The cvoning discussion was largely 
centred around the question whether 
India should obtain her freedom by 
militarism, or ' by p:usslvc measures. 
Thc:olub as a whole felt that Gandhi's 
method would be far more favorable 
to tho outlook of tho world as a 
whole rather than tlw attitude of 
Ij.-is (not the speaker.) 

Uunce outlined tho , history of Na- 
tlonalisni ^eglnnln|i;.fro7n the full of 
thé Mogul Elmplrc^ following through 
to the Mutiny and then lo the modern 
day attitude. lie gave llic nr'Inion 
that there bad been bound' up . too' 
much of Capltall.sni .and inipcrialism. 
JJas, In his ardent, plea for freedom 
at any cost, slated: thfl.t the Indians 
were disappointed by the broken faith 
of the Home G<ivorunicnts. The 
Kuglish wcro holding on becausp of 
their commercial IntcrcKtls, and a.l- 
tliougli the}^ b.id Improved by AVe.st- 
ern mcthp'ds, the countrj- as a whole, 
the ' people, were far worse off than in 
the prc-Mogur time ■when- the com- 
munal life gave ppaeo .-ind happiness. 

A lengthy discussion ■ fo|lowcd In 
which neither • xellgion.: constltu- 
tloiial govcrunienU or soul lupirations 
wrrç sp'Orcd. While Das flfnily'hcld 
his 'View ot force, the meeting as a 
whole believed that the hope 'Of peace 
ot the world Lay In - the . future of 
China and India.- • If theso .countries 
did iibl adopt tho'.commerclal outlook 
as tho ultimate end of all nationality 
and tho idea of Imperialism, then 
they would be ii. force in the world 
lo bring peaceful reform and mutual 
inter-nationalism, which Is the aim 
•It' the League of Xutlons.

MRS. AGNES HAMILTON 



Member of English Labor' 
Party Speaks at People'* 

Forum , j 

I: 

"The industrial outlook in Englané 
has been extremely por/i- since th«r 
cessation ot the i)ost-war boom In' 
•021," declared Mrs. Agnes Hamilton 
In a brllllanv lecture at tho People'* ■ 
Korum last night. Mrs. Hamilton, ^ 
who la a strong member of tho l>aborJ 
I'.^rty, .spoke on "New (.'urrents in Brl-^ 
tlsh Political Life", and her talk con- ' 
sistcd of a critical review of present 
political conditions in Knglnnd. Pro- 
fessor 'CT'auçh was in the chair. 

That the present inilii.strlal situation ; 
In England is deplnr.able can he readily i 
seen by anyone who lia.s read the pa- 
pers during the last six month*. ■ 
Thousands ot families are llx-lng in the 
most abject poverty., as a result of tho 
recent gonora.I .strike. In m.any towns 
the women have to le.ave thoir child- 
ren at hoTn-;. while they go dûC-t^flnd 
work, and there is an incrénslhg de- 
moralization at the low physical con- 
ditions due to unemployment.' Those 
men who have work .ire In a far worse 
situation ihnn they wore before tho 
.strike, and this i.s due in the main, to 
the rank mismanagement of the gov- 
ernment. 

Stanley Baldwin, the man at the 
head of the sovernment, is intelligent, 
honest, and kind-hearted, but these: 
(luaJlties are not sufficient for a Prime 
.Miniirter. ^ 

"Where Mr. Baldwin fails hopeless- 
ly." 8«Id the speaker, "It that ho fails 
"to comprehend many practical prob- 
1e«nB. llf H-n.s incapable of working 
out n. solution for the present situa-- 
tion, becau.se he simply failed to see 
what the problem vran. He merely 
stood by and w.atched the fight, whilo 
tho miners starved." 

This fact has not. of course, been 
of any help to the Conservative party, 
while the Liberals are in a far worao 
position, due to the unpopularity of 
.Mr. Lloyd Oeorge; No less than seven

Popular table has U that chaperons 
of fraternity and sorority house 
dances aro present merely to lend at- 
mosphere and tone to decorus activity, 
but In this day whtu even freshmen 
do not believe in tables it is the 
generally nourshed attitude that 
chaperoniS aro but inombers of a third 
Bex wtio must be regarded as 
nuisanoes and aro expected to return 
tlio compl'mcnt -with reciprocal re- 
garni ot ihouse dances as nuisances. It 
(has been .often Inferred, In action as 
Well as UiJk, that chaperons must bo 
tdlerajted l>ecause thoy ore not rctiuY- 
bd — ^and tho toleration ofton docs not 
extend Itself even so for oa to call- 
ed poll to. lit has been a mueSi- 
evldcnced att'tude that a chaperon Is 
a iior.son not entitled to notice — y«n. 
even to respect— of the dancers; a 
chaperon Is traditionally a wet blanket 
ono steers as faa* away from as a hot 
poker. A d'stlnctlon Is made between 
guests and ohaporonB to tho extent 
that chaperons are branded as If with 
a red WElitu^'Darjger," aroJ If they' In

Houses, to supply tho iwresl ho»pl- 
tiillty nt least, havo had lo rceort to 
tho deh-watlou of members to ontortnin 
(ii doubtful term) tho ch.ipetNDnB for 
certain periods of an evening with a 
punishment it thoy do not keep their

This attitude is cxcecd'ngly lamen- 
table and cannot be too hlgiy dispar- 
aged In princlpln .and in practice. 
Chaperons u.'sualUy aro .aa popula.r as 
a motor co]i on the stato h'ghway and 
the highest tun Is gotten by those who 
can. outwit tho "proot'rs'.' tho most and 
the ofteiiest. A dhaperon Is a thor- 
oughly human Ind'vldual, is perfectly 
capable and ofton extremely willing 
to havo a good t'me, and Is a pers»n 
who should not be Just tolerated but 
be honored, respected, and not looked 
upon ns legitmate prey tor sncors, 
cold-shoulders,^ and jest, ■ i 
There "can be tw© solutions to the 
problem of chaperoning so that the 
University admin 'stration, the houses, 
and the chaperons will <be sat'sf.ed. It 
has been suggested by one of the 
members of ttie faculty that a more or 
less formal reception be employed to 
Initiate each house dance, mark ng a 
def hité" and official •beginning of the 
fimct'on with a hand-shaking ordeal 
that wfll bore most peopllo wlio wouKd 
like rather to come in at wUl and 
'leave at will btit will insure dances 
starting on time and chapeirons 
getting at least a superfioal idea that 
they are being noticed. Such a means 
would give oil'l tho people a chance to 
meet eacih' other aad g've no opportu- 
nity to a. man to ignore the ohaperons 
becatise he does not know them and 
fancies that maybo ho doesn't want 
to. Chaperons should be invited for 
Dhelr .^'aneral aociab litly and there 
should bo held out to them the assur- 
ance ot a good time. Because orile 
must do 9omo po'.icing that Is Icgit'- 
mato and essential should not 'bar ono 
from con.y deration and treatment afl 
one of the crowd at least If not ns an 
honored guest. 

Tho other alternative Is to do away 
with chaperons entirely and to put n 
their place official reperosentat'ves of 
tho University normally known and 
doiTgnated In public danco ha'ls as> 
"bouncers," or some other cqutblly de- 
rogatory but expressive term. ThcHo 
would havo tho wholesome duty of 
maintolnlny docorous conditions and 
wtl] accomplish their tasks with the 
dispatuh and 'ImpartLtllty ot any pro- 
fcBHlomil trained man. Tliey wlll have 
no scruples .about seeing that a. 300 
watt 'bulb 1b In tho place wOiwo a 30 
watt 1)ulb haa been screwed, and fihey 
will be altogether unb'nsgçd servants 
of a cause sot; upon and only 'nterest- 
ed In tliclr Job. Thoy will havo no fun, 
except the Bon.fo of duty wcU done 
and might logically expected to bo un- 
'ntelllgent dunderheads who would 
hardly rcsont even •l>e'ng made tlm 
butt of Jest and gcncrral'unpopularlty. 
Tho University wouHd be l>ottcr siitls- 
f ed, for It wou^d havo no woi-rlcs on 
to whether tho proctors thorougOily 
understood wiliat they are supposed 
to do, the organized houses would find 
eliminated the ' begrudged debt they 
fancy they owe to the chaperons, ant^ 
ex-chaperons would ho relieved of 
tasks that have never been valuahlo 
anyt\tm. Houses would havo no more 
respontibll.ty towaixl the "bouncoi-" 
than to see that he is not 'locked out 
of the house, lihat he bo given free 
re'n and possible protection In case 
Uipre bo any move to spirit him away 
by Btrong-nrm methods, and that his 
orders bo obeVed as ho gives thorn. 
Ho would bo (US popular ns an umpire 
at a BaiKlIot i)amo and there would Ijo 
no iiuuik'ng ot fcol.lngs. If ho ' wore 
hatod ho would reciprocate with 
mutual regards. 

Whatever the action, - it is ossurod 
that prosent oondjtlons ahoutî not be
